Chaires,  who,  after  moving  from  the  old  library  in  Holloway  Hall  to 
Blackwell  in  1957,  stated,  “We  hope  this  will  be  a  gathering  center  and  will 
not  fail  in  its  usefulness.  This  is  a  library  for  the  faculty  and  students;  if  it  is 
any  less  than  that,  it  is  a  failure.”
